Electric Co-op Meeting 


Some 3,500 persons were in 
attendance at the 1984 annual 
membership meeting of Covington 
Electric Cooperative, held in the 
Andalusia Municipal Stadium the 
evening of July 26, which included: 

Election of two members of the 
Board of Trustees; reports on 
Covington Electric operations; 
recognition of eight long-term em- 
polyees; free entertainment, and the 
awarding of more than 30 attendance 
prizes. 

Martin Moates, Enterprise Rt. 4, 
and Royce Stephenson, Samson, 
were re-elected to three-year terms 
on the Board of Trustees, represent- 
ing Districts V and VI, respectively. 

Eight long-term employees were 
presented certificates of appreciation 
for having completed from 20 to 25 
years of service with Covington 
Electric, including: Mary Blackwell, 
Brantley (cashier and office 
manager, Brantley area office); R.R. 
Johnson, Co-op president, reported 
on steps taken to provide high 
quality service to Covington Electric 
members, pointing out that during 
1983, over $1.1 million had been 
invested in re-building and 
improving power lines, and in re- 
clearing power line rights of way. 

He also discussed a recently- 
completed long-range study to 
determine the needs of the 
Covington Electric system during the 
next 20 years, and detailed 
improvements scheduled for the next 
two years. 

Johnson reported that the 
Cooperative had not had to increase 
its rates since late 1981, and 
announced that no rate increase was 
anticipated during 1984. He added it 
was hoped Covington Electric could 


maintain its existing rates well into 
1985, or beyond. 

General Manager John E. Hill 
discussed the **territorial 
assignment’’ Act adopted by the 
Alabama Legislature earlier this 
year, and its potential impact on 
Covington Electric. 

He stated that while the Act is 
now in the courts to ‘“‘test’’ its 
constitutionality, if the legislation is 
upheld by the courts, the 
Cooperative possibly stands to lose 
several hundred consumers through 
sales of lines and consumers to other 


power supply systems under 
provision of the Act. 
Hill added that the overall 


purpose of the bill was to clear up as 
many existing situations of duplicat- 
ing power lines as possible, to 
eliminate most future duplication, 
and to enable each electric power 
supplier in the state to know with 
certainty the areas it would be 


responsible for serving in the future. 


He also reported that 1984 sales 
were running slightly ahead of a year 
ago, and that Covington Electric 
had, since June of 1981, made 
“Energy Resources Conservation”’ 
loans totaling over $245,000, to 130 
Cooperative members. 

John Bass, Andalusia Rt. | was 
recognized as the oldest person 
present, and an electric blanket was 
presented to him as a prize. Mr. 
Bass is 94. 

At the conclusion of the business 
session, a used (1975 model) pick-up 
truck, and some 30 other attendance 
prizes were awarded. Each 
Covington Electric member 
attending received a free light bulb, 
and some aids to more effective 
energy utilization.

Attorney General Rulings To 


Affect All Counties In State 


The Alabama Criminal Justice 
Information Center should not main- 
tain records of Class (e 
misdemeanors and other ‘‘non- 
serious offenses’’ in its criminal 
offender record information system, 
Attorney General Charles A. 
Graddick said recently. In an opinion 
issued to Criminal Justice 
Information Center Director Larry 
Wright, Graddick said the system 
should contain only criminal offenses 
classified as Class A, B and C 
felonies and Class A and B mis- 
demeanors. The Alabama Criminal 
Justice Information Center 
maintains a criminal offender record 
information system to assist state 
criminal justice agencies. 

Other opinions issued recently by 
the Attorney General included: 

--A person must be under arrest for 
driving under the influence of intoxi- 
cating liquors before he or she can 
consent for a chemical test to 
determine intoxication. 
--An elected official may not be 
appointed as a deputy registrar. 
--Agents and employees of the State 
Department of Revenue who are 
designated peace officers are 
entitled to subsistence pay.

report a change of address. Many 
people fail to notify Social Security 
when they move, even though they 
rely on their Social Security checks 
as their primary source of income. 

Some people think it is enough to 
report their change of address to the 
post office. The post office, however, 
will forwasd mail to the person's new 
address for just 1 year. After that 
they will send the check back to the 
U.S. Treasury. 

If the person’s check is returned 
and the new address provided, it 
usually takes about 4 or 5 days for a 
new check to be sent. If the check 
was not returned, a stop order will be 
put on it and the matter will be 
transferred to Washington D.C., to 
see if the check has been cashed. 

If it has not been cashed, a new 
check will be sent right away. This 
process can take up to 3 weeks. If it 
has been cashed, a new check cannot 
be sent until the person who cashed 
the check is identified. 

Even though a person’s check is 
deposited directly into his or her 
account in a financial institution, he 
or she should be notify Social 
Security of any change in address. 

More information about Social 
Security checks can be obtained at 
the Dothan Social Security office, 
located at 204 N. Oates St. The 
telephone number is 794-3161. 

Q. I'm 65 and plan to retire in 
July. Will 1 be able to get Social 
Security checks even though I 
worked for the first part of the year? 

A. Yes. There's a special rule 
that allows people who retire during 
a year to get benefits for the 
remainder of the year regardless of 
their earnings before retirement. 
Under this rule you can get a full 
benefit for any month your wages do 
not exceed a monthly exempt 
amount and you do not perform 
substantial services in self-employ- 
ment.

Law Releases 
FmHA 
Housing Funds 


A bill signed by President 
Reagan July 2 enhances the use of 
funds for the single-family housing 
program operated by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture's 
Farmers Home Admi.istration, Dale 
Richey, FmHA State Director, said 
recently. No additional funds are 
involved. 

The new law clears up the 
division of loan funds that must be 
allotted to ‘‘very’’ low-income 
applicants and to those in the next 
higher bracket, low-income. 

‘The earlier congressional 
requirement that FmHA housing 
loans must be made so that 40 
percent were constantly going to 
yery-low income applicants and to 
those in the next higher bracfet, 

“The earlier congressional 
requirement that FmHA _ housing 
loans must be made so that 40 
percent were constantly going to 
very-low-income people has been 
replaced so that now up to 30 percent 
of the funds available will be used for 
very-low-income families,’ Richey 
said. ‘‘This means that loan applica- 
tions from both low and very-low 
income rural applicants can be 
processed at the same time without 
regard to some arbitrary relationship 
between the two groups."’ 

The new law divides available 
loan funds into two amounts, up to 
30 percent for the very-low-income 
and the remainder for low-income 
borrowers. 

“That will revive our program 
substantially,’’ Richey said. ‘‘We 
will not be able to process applica- 
tions for both very-low and low- 
income people.’’ Very low-income is 
defined as not more than SO percent 
of an area’s median income. The 
low-income ceiling is 80 percent of 
the same income base. 

Richey stated that of the total 
loans made in Alabama, 43 percent 
were made to very-low-income 
applicants and that $2,456,160 more 
was obligated in 1984 to low and 
very-low-income borrowers than in 
1983.

Probably the easiest way to 
control at this time is to pick the 
limbs with these worms off and 
destroy them.

CHECKING CROPS 

August is the time to take a close 
look at soybean and peanut insects. 
A lot of Coffee County soybean and 
peanut producers make a mistake of 
using an insecticide on peanuts and 
soybeans when it is not needed. In 
many cases, some fields will not 
need any treatment during the year. 

Look at each field carefully each 
week and make a determination 
based on conditions in that field. 
Some soybean and peanut growers 
find an infestation of worms in one 
field which needs treating. 
However, they go ahead and spray 
all of their fields based on what they 
fnd in one field. This is a mistake! 
Check each field. 

Early in the season you can’t 
afford to lose more than 35% of your 
soybean leaves to foliage feeders. 
From that time your beans begin pod 
set to maturity, don’t lose more than 
20% of your leaves. Treat prior to 
20% leaf loss when five to eight 
loopers or velvetbean catepillars are 
present per foot of row. Podworms 
may begin feeding in some fields late 
in August. Treat for podworms 
when you have one worm per foot of 
row.

Believe me, these rains right now 
can mean thousands of dollars 
difference in peanut income in 
Coffee County in 1984. I hope every 
grower will get some soon. Peanuts 
are at a critical time in their pegging 
and podding process. 

SPRAY SCHEDULES 

Most peanut growers will change 
from a 14-day interval between 
sprays to a 10-day interval now. In 
fact, if we continue to get rain, 
growers in some communities, may 
have to go to a 7-day schedule. | 
don’t think very many growers would 
object to having to go to a closer 
schedule in putting out peanut 
fungicide. 

I have never seen a year when we 
got plenty of rain that we didn’t 
make an excellent crop of peanuts. 
Extra applications of fungicides cost 
a lot of money, but yields are 
drastically increased by good rains. 
The more you need to spray, the 
better off you will be at harvest time 
if you keep those sprays on. 


SAFETY 

Empty herbicide and insectjcide 
cans which are still laying around the 
farm are dangerous. You can’t stand 
guard over these cans to keep young 
people away from them. Youngsters 
are attracted to the brightly colored 
cans and materials. 

Load up your truck with these 
cans and take them to the landfill or 
bury on your place. You would not 
want to be responsible for poisoning 
some little child. Don’t take any 
chances! 


TIMBER PRICES 

The demand for pine sawtimber 
in our region in June was fair, The 
highest price paid on the Scribner 
Scale for pine sawtimber was $175 a 
thousand. This is the stumpage 
price. The low received in our area 
was $145 a thousand. The average 
was $160. 

Pulpwood prices ranged from a 
high of $22 per cord to a low of $14. 
The average price for round pine 
pulpwood in our region was $18. 

Prices will vary depending on the 
grade and the size of the timber, 
logging conditions, how far it has to 
be hauled, volume, demand and 
competition. A lot of factors 
determine price. 

If you have timber or pulpwood to 
sell, get estimates from several 
prospective buyers. You may want to 
hire a registered forester to help you 
with the sale.

COOKING FOR ONE 

When you live alone, planning 
and cooking meals can seem to be 
more trouble than they are worth. It 
is easy to give in to the temptation to 
eat on the run or snack instead of 
preparing nutritious meals. 

What can you do about food 
preparation? You will want to collect 
recipes which can be divided easily. 
Plan and prepare meals for one week 
or more in advance, then freeze food 
in individual portions. 

Buy food in appropriately - sized 
packages. Request small packages 
of meat or produce. Think small as 
you equip your kitchen for your 
cooking needs, Buy small casserole 
dishes, mixing bowls, etc. 

For your self-esteem, don’t get 
into the habit of eating standing up 
or “off? the stove. Treat your- 
self as a guest occasionally. Set the 
table nicely with your nicer dishes, 
table cloth and napkin. 


CHOOSING CARPET 
What do you look for when you 


buy carpet? Shoppers should rank 
carpet for practically, cost and 
appearance, and consider different 
types for different rooms. Halls and 
stairs are high traffic areas that 
require a densely - turfted carpet 
with a low pile height. The dining 
room, on the other hand, needs a 
carpet that’s stain resistant and easy 
to clean, Subtle prints are better for 
dining areas than light, solid colors.

MAKING SAUERKRAUT 

I came across this tip on making 
sauerkraut. It deals with weighting 
the cabbage in the container. After 
the cabbage has been covered with 
the brine, place a plastic bag filled 
with water on top. The water-filled 
bag seals the surface from exposure 
to air, and prevents the growth film, 
yeast or molds. It also serves as a 
weight. For extra protection, the bag 
with the water in it can be placed 
inside another plastic bag. Any bag 
used should be of heavy-weight, 
water tight plastic and intended for 
use with foods. 

The amount of water in the 
plastic bag can be adjusted to give 
just enough pressure to keep the 
fermenting cabbage covered with 
brine. 

The best temperature for 
fermentation is 68-70 degrees. And it 
usually takes 5 to 6 weeks.

Forestry Commission Offers 
Management Tips To Loggers 


The Alabama Forestry 
Commission would like to offer some 
good management practices for 
logging sites to the timberland 
owners and others who are 
interested in water quality. 

Some states such as California 
have strict laws governing logging 
operations. The state of Alabama 
does not have any laws regulating 
logging operations at the present 
time but, if poor logging methods 
and bad management of logging 
sites become common practice legis- 
lation would have to be inacted to 
protect our streams. As of now 
recommended procedures are on a 
volunteer basis and that's the way it 
should be. 

Coffee County like most counties 
in Alabama is fortunate enough to 
have a number of beautiful rivers 
and small streams. Many different 
‘landowners in this county own land 
on or adjacent to these streams. 

Although there is a wide variety 
of uses for this land whether it be 
agricultural, forestry, or for home 
sites, the owners should have at least 


one common interest Water

many ways. 

In the past, erosion, improper 
use of fertilizers, improper disposal 
of pesticides and herbicides, and bad 
management practices have been the 
major concern of landowners who 
want to preserve the quality of our 
rivers and streams. 

On logging sites there are certain 
procedures that should be observed 
in order to reduce erosion and 
pollution of nearby rivers and 
streams. 

A - A buffer zone or SMZ (Stream- 
side Mangement Zone) should be 
left along streams (30-50 feet across 
stream, depending of slone into 
stream.) 

B - Roads should not be located in 
stream beds or marshes. 

C - Crossings should be at right 
angies wo stream bed. 

D - Bridges and culverts should not 
dam streams during high flood 
periods. 

E - Roads in SMZ should only be 
constructed for crossing. 

F - Skid trails should not be in 
stream beds, SMZ, or straight up 
steep slopes. 

G - Landings should be designed 
outside SMZ and above high water 
mark. 

H - Landings should be designed so 
that skidding is uphill and minimal. 

1 - There should be no tops, 
branches, trees, or slash in stream. 

J - Litter from maintenance and 
repair should be buried or hauled to 
legal dump. 

K - No wheeled equipment should 
be used in SMZ except at crossing. 
Skidding in SMZ should be done by 
cables. :

You may 
want to enter some of these practices 
into your contract with your timber 
buyer.

The mayor also 
urged all citizens to call the Elba 
Police Department if any strange- 
acting animals are seen.
